DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Applicant's Remarks 

1. Applicant's After Final remarks filed 10/24/2003 in response to the Final Office 
Action dated 08/13/2003 are found persuasive. Consequently, all the previous claim 
rejections are now withdrawn. 

ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1,3-18 and 20 are allowed. 

Claims 1,3-18 and 20 are subsequently renumbered by the Examiner to claims 1 -1 8. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A method for detecting contaminating species on a wafer edge by vertically 
rotating the wafer on a horizontal shaft held above a container filled with a liquid solvent, 
so that only a predetermined edge portion of the wafer is exposed to the liquid solvent, 
and then analyzing the solvent to determine the contaminating species, as described in 
claim 1 , is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by any prior art. 

Claim 13 is allowed for reciting an apparatus specifically designed to implement 
the allowed method of claim 1 . 

All other claims are allowed for being dependent, either directly or indirectly, to 
the allowed claims 1 and/or 13.
